li was abinil 9:30 in the morning of Scpl. 1, 
1943, when I arrived al the Mission in Carmel, 
Calif. 

Although I had been told that the serviee 
I would perform was of a eonfidential nature, 
I felt apprehensive of what would transpire in 
the next few days. Little did I dream that it would 
be sueh a dramatie and traumatie e.xperienee. 

I was in the Army at the time, stationed 
at Ford Ord, Calif. More speeifieally, I was 
atiaehed to the Publie Relations Offiee, as a 
photographer for the “Panorama,” our eamp 
newspaper. 

I had reeently met Father Miehael O’Con¬ 
nell, pastor of the Mission, and all he knew 
about me was that 1 was a photographer at Fort 
Ord. As I stood before the huge door waiting 
to be admitted into the mission, I had to smile, 
reealling the phone eonversation between Col. 
Wesly Grilton, my P.R. offieer, and Fr.

Council joins residents, U.S. Forest 
Service in opposing 290-ft. tower 


Sierra Madre City C ouiicil membcis joinetl 90 
other residents who ate contacting the LkS. forest 
Service to protest a pioposed 290-li. tower that 
would be built on Santa Anita Ave.. north of Ar¬ 
cadia and northeast ol Siena Madre. Ret|ucst lot 
the tower has come fiom KMAX I \1, a multi¬ 
lingual station based at 3844 I . foothill Blvd., 
Pasadena. 

Rich Hawkins, spokesman for the forest 
Serviee, believes these residettts are oppositig the 
lower because they have tiot read the draft I in iron- 
mental Impact Repot! which is available in the 
Arcadia and Sierra Madre public libiaiies. He 
said the service does not like the idea of the 
lower and docs not intend to approve the pro¬ 
posal. The News quoted him in an earlier article as 
saying, “Many residents would have a direct view 
ol the lower. My concern is with Itie environ¬ 
ment.” 

Those alternatives recornmendeii oy me foiesi 
Service are as follows: building a l3()-ft. tower 
with a small cinder-block building about 6(X) ft. 
northwest of the existing facility, or building a 
50-tt. antenna about 850 ft. northwest of the 
existing facilitv. 


Hawkins said a I3()-|T. lowci would not impair 
the view of the mountains but might cause a slight 
increase in aviation problems. A s().n, tower would 
block the radio beam from leaching all of its 
intended audience. 

Hawkins said other ivpiions available ate to 
grant the station’s request; do nothing which wotikl 
leave the situation as it is but prevent KM\\ 
fiom taking advantage of an expanding maikel, or 
suggest KM AX construct a 50()-ft. tower on private 
piopcriy in Irvvindale, the only San Gabriel Valley 
city that would welcome such a tower. 

KMAX serves ethnic minority populations in 
the 1 os .Angeles area. 

Hawkins urges residents of Sierra Madre and 
Arcadia to read the environmental study that is in 
the public libraries in both cities. .Anyone wishing 
to comment should contact the I'.S. forest .Ser¬ 
vice, Oak Grove County Park, 1 lintridge. Calif., 
91011. 1 he deadline for submitting comments is 
Apr. 11. 

.A represcnlative from the LkS. Forest Ser¬ 
vice will meet in the immediate future with both 
the Sierra Madre and .Arcadia Cilv Councils.

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Shocked, angry 
about insurance costs 

Recently we were 
shocked by extreme in¬ 
creases in our liability 
insurance — an astound¬ 
ing 136%! Since the in¬ 
surance is required by 
law, the shock waves 
either filter down to our 
customers (many on fix¬ 
ed incomes), or the high 
cost will put us and other 
small concerns out of 
business, thereby raising 
unemployment levels, or 
will we lose our custom¬ 
ers to backyard opera¬ 
tors who do not abide 
by the law? 

No, our insurance rates 
were not skyrocketed be¬ 
cause our claims were 
high — the increase was 
rampant throughout all 
renewals. 

The insurance com¬ 
panies blame low earn¬ 
ings from their invest¬ 
ments last year, price 
wars the year before and 
large awards from juries 
and judges. 

We claim something is 
very basically wrong 
with a system that has 
a captive customer and 
then mistreats him. We 
claim that increases of 
this size are immoral and 
destructive. 

We feel as if we’ve 
been called upon to bail 
out a giant who has 
made mistakes — mis¬ 
takes like capricious 
management policies 
that result in more-than- 
double rates. We feel as 
if we arc paying the bill 
for a sue-happy society 
whose “peers” awarded 
monstrous sums. Who 
are these juries? We feel 
like we’re working hard 
to stem inflation and to 
reduce unemployment, 
but find our efforts void¬ 
ed by one act of the 
insurance companies. 


Why don’t the insur¬ 
ance companies have to 
be responsible to the so¬ 
ciety they are supposed 
to protect? 

Insurance agents are 
embarrassed. Some are 
being driven out of the 
marketplace. The in¬ 
sured are in shock and 
their businesses threat¬ 
ened. 

The regulatory arm of 
the government is allow¬ 
ing it, and the ultimate 
looser is, once again, the 
small business and the 
consumer.

Thanks to Edwards, 
Buchan for‘guts’ 

Mayor Tom Edwards 
and Councilman Roy 
Buchan are to be com¬ 
mended for voting to 
honor the requests from 
over 50 citizens who 
asked the City Council 
to hold a determination 
hearing on whether Group 
W qualifies — or does 
not qualify — for de¬ 
regulation. 

On February 22, the 
council voted, 4 to I, 
to hold this hearing, if 
requested by citizens. 
The requests were re¬ 
ceived and two council 
members switched their 
voles to stand with the 
original no vote — 
against the right of the 
people to an examina¬ 
tion of Group W’s right 
to increase our rates, 
now and in the future, 
without justification. 

We are captive cus¬ 
tomers of Group W, just 
as we are captives of the 
utilities. The utilities are 
required to hold public 
hearings before the Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission 
to justify their rate in¬ 
creases. Often, they are 
denied their requested in¬ 
creases when the facts 


show they are not jus¬ 
tified. 

Our only recourse to 
similar justification from 
Group W lay with our 
City Council. Last week 
they voted, 3 to 2, to 
deny us that recourse. 

One council member 
stated that he had agreed 
not to oppose Group 
W’s deregulation and 
couldn’t “go back on his 
word.’’ Apparently his 
“word” to Group W was 
more important than his 
“word” to the citizens, 
even though a deter¬ 
mination hearing, per se, 
would not have con¬ 
stituted opposition. 

The second no vote 
appeared to be based on 
fear of what might lie 
ahead if Group W was 
found not to qualify. 
The third no vote was 
never explained. 

The voters will remem¬ 
ber that Tom Edwards 
and Roy Buchan stood 
by the council’s promise 
to honor citizens’ re¬ 
quests. They will also 
remember how the other 
three voted.

While at my folks’ 
house, I borrowed moth¬ 
er’s copy of “Annals of 
Early Sierra Madre,” 
published by the Sierra 
Madre Historical So¬ 
ciety, 1950. You probab¬ 
ly already know tliis 
book, but in regard to 
the subdivision of the 
lovely, natural Jatiieson 
estate, 1 call your atten¬ 
tion to the chapter on 
“Sierra Madre Water 
History,” by C. W. 
Jones, Sierra Madre’s 
first mayor: 

(Pg. 69) . . . “After 
having attended weeks 
of testimony by expert 
aquatic engineers on 


water resources in Sier¬ 
ra Madre tract, I am 
convinced we are de¬ 
finitely limited in our 
water resources of pre¬ 
sent and future supply. 
Very little additional 
water can be obtain¬ 
ed .. . and that at a 
prohibitive cost, etc., 
etc.” 

I would urge that the 
city consider and recon¬ 
sider wisely whether and 
why and how they would 
want to increase Sierra 
Madre’s population with 
a high cost (high water 
consuming) housing 
tract development. 

In the issue of open 
space, it is already a 
“lifeboat” issue. That is, 
how many more plots of 
open land can we pave 
or build over before the 
“lifeboat” of Sierra 
Madre sinks? How many 
more cars emitting car¬ 
bon monoxide can we 
allow to zoom back and 
forth to Pasadena? How 
many more trees can wc 
cut? How much more 
water is there? 

In regard to water — 
it is liable to become 
THE “lifeboat” issue of 
California in the future. 
It seems according to 
“Annals of Early Sier¬ 
ra Madre” to be an is¬ 
sue already for Sierra 
Madre. Oti the issue of 
water alone, the city 
needs !(' refuse the de¬ 
velopment of the Jame¬ 
son estate. 

We still have our love¬ 
ly mountaitis, our gra¬ 
cious old homes and our 
friends, new and old. We 
have so much to pre¬ 
serve and enjoy. Don’t 
let the city sell it for 
a mess of pottage iti a 
developer's pocket and 
ruin it all for genera¬ 
tions to come in Sierra 
Madre!

COTTON FOR 
SPRINGTIME

Spring is here. I**-P 

That means cot- ^ ^ 

tons. 

Cotton is found 
in more fabrics 
than is generally w* 

supposed. Many 

‘‘wool’’ garments contain varying percentages 
of cotton admixtures. And then corduroys, 
piques, moires and gabardines, as well as 
many other labrics, are olten all or part 
cotton. 

While these fabrics do lend themselves to 
dry cleaning, they must at some time during 
the lilc of the garment be “wet cleaned.” 
(Cleaned with enough moisture to remove 
the soil. Naturally, if the “combination’’ 
fabi ic is one which is liable to shiinkitge or 
some other harmful effect as a result ol 
moisture, the utmost precautions must be ob- 
sei veil. 

And then so many cotton fabrics are 
_ both as prints and solid colors — 
and care and skill must be exercised not to 
loosen dyes during the cleaning process. 

On lannderable garments most women 
have sufficient experience not to have trouble. 
They know that it’s always a good practice 
to test a printed or dyeil labric — whether 
cotton or something else — lor color last- 
ness by wetting a small piece ol a seam and 
pressing it against white blotter or cloth. II 
it is not color fast, better let us handle it 
for you. 

But on the dry cleanable items, why not 
let ns recommend to you when it needs to be 
“wet cleaned.?’’ The combination of frequent 
dry cleaning, with an occasional wet clean¬ 
ing” can keep it beautilul much longer.

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More history of program surrounding Siena Madre 


Ihis is the tliird in a scries ol articles on 
some of the ramifications and consequences ol our 
participation in the San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water l^istriet. Fid. 

I ast week we looked at various reasons why the 
tax rate of our small, independent four-city water 
district is so high, compared to the tax rate for 
Monrovia property owners who are a part of 
Metropolitan Water District. 

In our two previous articles we noted that our 
water taxes are strictly an “insurance policy’’ to 
assure the availability of additional water, if we 
ever need it. 

Our district brings l ettiher River water to the 
San Ciabriel Masin, to serve as supplemental waiei 
for the four member cities: Alhambra, A/usa, 
Monterey Park and Sierra Madre. 

The other three cities pump from the San 
Gabriel Hasin. One of the things which has made 
Sierra Madre the step-child of the district is the 
fact that we alone, of the four, take our water 
from the much higher l:asi Raynrond basin. 

lire directors promised in the early ’7()s, when 
we tried to withdraw from the district, that a method 
of getting water to Sierra Madre would be de¬ 
veloped “soon.” We still don’t have it, alter 
close to .10 years of belonging to the district 
which we joined in 1957. 

William Whiteside, geneiiil nKiiuiger of onr 
district, says we should have it by the end ol this 
year through one of two different agreements 
with the city of Arcadia, which are “in the works.” 

Bernard Wesikamper, our elected Sierra Madre 
directt)r on the distiici board, slated that while 
discussions have taken phice several limes with 
Aicadia on an informal basis, no formal ct'iies- 
pondence has come to the board and no inceiings 
between the board and Arcadia have taken place 
to dale. 

One of the discussiotis, he recalled, entailed 
the possibility of Arcadia, which has rights in the 
San Gabriel Basin, pumping the water to Sierra 
Madre from a well installed by the district. Since 
the difference between the San Gabriel Basin

8(K) feel, the cost of boosting the water would turn 
it into a very precious commodity indeed. 

Whiteside confirmed that the district would 
underwrite the capital cost of whatever installation 
might be entailed, but the cost of pumping is the 
responsibility of each member city. Obviously, the 
ci'si in having to boost our water 8(K) feet would be 
much greater than the other three cities which are 
located in the San Ciabriel Basin. 

Our district arranged a “trade” with MWI3 
several years ago which provided additional water 
from MWD for Alhambra, in return for certain 
“concessions” from the district to MWD. 

No such arrangement was negotiated by our 
disiiicl on behalf of Sierra Madre, which could 
have access to MWD supplemental water running 
through our city right now. 

Piescoit l.icbcrg, chairman of the district 
board, staled that this was because so far Sierra 
Madre has not had a need for supplemental water. 
Alhambra, apparently, did have a need. Hopelully, 
we will continue “not to have a need,” and, if 
we do, it will not be so exhorbilanlly expensive

In our next article we will investigate how some 
far-sighted decisions and some short-sighted ac¬ 
tions of the past led to our current picture of 
ample watc, which we haxe so far enjoyed on one 
hand and on the othei hand, a very expensive 
aitd to date unavailable source of additional water — 
should we ever need it.

This is the final chapter of a three-part 
series written for The News by Allison Anson 
about her experiences as a Peace Corps vo¬ 
lunteer in Africa. Ed. 

By Allison Anson 

I o the west of Kaedi, the former capital of 
Mauritania, is Sinthiou-Boumaka, a Pulaar river 
village of 35()-4()() people depending on the season. 

It svas here in my cool mtid house, svith rough 
mahogatiy beatns atid carelully smoothed lloors, 
that 1 passed the hottest parts of the days, when 
I svas not in the river. 

As an American filled svith what 1 call 
“occidental restlessness,” it took months to adjust 
to my ness svorld svhere hours passed in the middle 
of the day ss hen people drank tea, talked, taught me 
Pulaar, listened to the radio communications, and 
slept ssaiting for the cool ol theesening. 

Learning the local language svas the key to do 
anything since 1 could only speak French svith the 
school teacher and a couple of war veterans. Women 
in the rural aretts are rarely free to attend schools 
and they speak Pulaar first as well as some Wolot, 
Soninke and .Arabic. The men, also multilingual, 
pray and ssrite in Arabic and speak primarily 
Pulaar. 

Once I acquired some uselul vocabulary — 
manure, spacing, transplatiiing — and the novelty 
of a white, .American woman began to wear ol 1, 

I spent my time on the river banks and in the 
irrigated fields. 

.As Maimouna Ba, my Pulaar name pronounced 
“ms moon-a Ira,” 1 svatched boss Sinthiou-Boumaka 
and surrouniling villages function svith a grossing 
reliance on ssomcn, svho ss ith some older men, 
keep tlieir families fed svhile the majority ol the men 
are ass ay working in the cities for eartiings they 
ssill ho|-iefulls send home. 

Waking to the sound of the irlder men 


returning from the mosque for their first prayer, 
and the donkeys braying, atid svomen rolling up 
mats and pouring svater into canneries, 1 svould 
watch the sun coming up through the trees of the 
cctnetery and theti shitie on the river. 

Women lit the fires under their coffee pots, 
the children svashed their faces and the day began 
svith greetings to svhich 1 replied on my return from 
the river, “Jam svallii. nmbadaa? adaselli? nmbadaa 
tampere? a fini?” This f^ulaar translates to “Good 
morning. Mas you have passed the night in peace. 
Floss are you? Are you svell? Hosv is your tiredness? 
Are you asvake?” 

The greetings are important in this society 
svhere less of ihc svomen read and ssrite, but they 
could easily detnand too much time, and I follosved 
another volunteer’s suggestion to give a loud 
“Ko-masvodum” — “fiversthing is fine,” as I 
passed each family’s cotnpound on my svas out to 
the fields. 

While some areas of the Futa have been parched 
for 20 years, rain still falls three to four full days 
a year near Sinthiou-Boumaka when shallosv, clay 
lake beds and sandy slopes miraculously absorb 
moisture allossing for the scattered remnants ol a 
once fertile and self-sufficient landscape. 

Families still head to their land after the first 
rain to plant sorghum, millet, corn atid melon seeds 
svhich will sprout. Hosvever, beyotid the hearty 
melons, the plants rarely form substantial heads of 
grain so the greens often become animal forage. 
Along the riser, svhich rises in .Inly svith the rain, 
to recede iti December, farmers plant bean, corn 
and melon seeds recessionally in the moist banks. 

This piccc-tneal agriculture is largely 
supplemented by the recently-constructed perimeters 
along the Senegal River svhich must be irrigated 
svith pumps and receise chemical fertilization. 1 he 


E.E.C. and U.S. A.l.D. have contributed mones lo 
ease the transition front rain-fed to irrigated 
agriculture in the hopes for Mauritania’s future 
self-sufficiency. Because of this transition, found to 
be essential due to the duration of this drought, 
farmers have had to overlook ancient land rights 
and adjust to a grossing depetidence on outside 
inputs, gasoline and chemicals for their traditionally 
independent way of life. 

Mortudo Diop is a philosopher and poet w ho 
svrites in Pulaar for the voiceless, his felloss 
Mauritanians. In his poem “Debbo,” (Woman), 
he calls upon people to recognize the itiipot tatice of 
adaptitig old traditions to new ideas theieby allossitig 
their culture to cotitinue. The black svomen ol the 
Futa, he says, are forgotten for their tneals but 
remetnbered for the fields, and yet arc the svealih, 
the source of the families’ spiritual richness. 

He goes on to say: “Bamtude resvbe men. 

Ko bamtude leydimen.” — The development ol the 
svotnen ssill be the development of the coutitry. 

In the face of drastic circumstances, the 
separation of families, the drought, the dwindling 
natural resources. Diop does not ask lor compromise 
but rather a greater introspection into all sallies ol 
their society that ssill lead to realistic change.

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for myself, but in the semi-dark, humid atmos¬ 
phere, 1 could feel a quiet excitement among 
the group. 

What would be found? What would be the 
condition of the remains? Harry, already down 
in the grave, was kneeling on a platform he had 
eonstriieted about four feet down, just inches 
above wlicre he figured the remains lay. He was 
making sure that there would be no pressure that 
might break the brittle skeletal remains. 

From here on he used only a garden trowel 
and paint brush to slowly and carefully probe 
and brush aside ilie dirt. 1 was at the side of 
the gra\e. 

His head and face were bathed in perspira¬ 
tion as he handed me his first find. He was 
visibly nervous, his hand was trembling as 1 took 
the cross, the only article of minimal intrinsic 
value that was constantly worn by “California’s 
Gray Ox,” as he was called. It was approximately 
five inches in lengih and \aguely resembled a 
Maltese cross with a double-cross bar. 

Using a sluiip pencil, 1 earcfidly picked away 
the encrusted dirt, rescaling what appeared to be 
imbedded gems or possibly just plain red glass 
or was it green? I should remember. It was 
only 42 years ago. 

Meanwhile, Harry Downie quietly and dil¬ 
igently went abonl his task of unearthing the 
skull which was imbediled in what was pre¬ 
sumable quick lime. As I stood there watching 
the proceedings in a semi-mesmeri/.ed state, my 
mind flashed back to my childhood. 

I'hc year was 1927. I was again completely 
absorbed in .lohti Stesen MeClroarty’s stirring pre¬ 
sentation of “ I he Mission Play” on the stage 
of the S;m Gabriel Mission Playhouse. It was 
the last act — dusk was descending upon the final 
scene. Ihe Indians, quietly weeping, were gath¬ 
ered around their bekned priest. The background 
lighting was superb, and as the evening sky 
slowly darkenetl, the saintly man haltingly uttered 
his last farewell, lay back his head, closed his 
eyes and quietly joined his Heavenly Father. Only 
a small, soft spotlight lit his face and then that, 
too, faded into vlarkness. 1 his was the end! 

I here w as no immediate ;i|'t|vl;iuse. 

For a few tnometits, the audience just sat 
there seemingly transfixed. It was just an act, 
but a 12-yeat-old is usuttlly very itnpressionable, 
atid no doubt the tetilisin of this depietirm had 
remaitied iti tlie recesses vi| my subei'tieious. 
Now, 16 years later, here I was reliving that 
part of tny life. 

By the next day. Ft . Serra’s remains had been 
taken into the mortuary chapel, spread out on 
tables and numbered. Writteti reports were com¬ 
piled and sitbtnitted by the alorementiotied group 
of doctors. 

I photogrtiphietilly recorded all the various 
steps ol the investigatioti titid tnade it|i seveiiil sets 
for the tttehives in Cartnel, Sattta Batbarti and 
the Vatieati iti Rottie. 

While having dinnet with Ft. Geiger, I real¬ 
ized that this Franeisean archivist from Santa 
Barbara was extremely knowledgeable and his 
explanatioti of the eannoni/ation pioeess tnakes 
it ettsy to uttdetstand whv the rottd to saint¬ 
hood has beeti such a long atid arduous one. 

I here was also talk ahoitt the possibility of chem¬ 
ical analysis to determine any diserepaney in the 
two shin bones. 

1 his is otily ermjeeture on tny part, but 1 
have had this unwavering opinion (lor 42 years) 
that there’s the ehattee the m:tti eoitld have 
developed osterrtnyelitis, ;itt itileetion r)l the mat- 
row anil hotie sttiietute. I his is usually eaitsed 
by a baeteriutn (getnis staphyloeoeeus) which 
could enter through a break in the skitt, whieh 
is very thin over the shin bone, making it ex- 
tretnely vulnetable to titi inleetiim. lints the 
“running sore” that has been recorded iti his¬ 
torical diaries. 

.lust the lew ihivs that I spettt with these 
Ftiineisetm Fatheis atnl lookitig at the oittside 
world gave tne a different perspective of life. 
Fheir simple, yet iliseipled lile style made me 
aware of a highet spii itual plane. 

For inatty years alter 1 had taketi patt iti 
the exlumiation, I lound it dillieitit to talk aboitt 
it without feeling the etnotional impact of this 
histoi ietil ev etit ...
